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T : O ſuch great Armies as thoſe of the Prince of Waldeck, and of 
the Mareſchal D' ZZumieres being ſo nigh each other, as our late Re- 
lations have inform'd us, it could not well be expefted they ſhould 

-be long in ſuch a poſture without entring upon Attion ; and accordingly we 

have now an Account of a Conſiderable Rencounter that happened between them 

on the 25th. of Auguſt, N. S. wherein the French were the Aggrefſors, but to 
their-own Loſs, as you may ſee by the Letter which the Prince of Waldeck 
writ-to the Szates General, and which he ſent rhem by an Expreſs. The Let- 


ter 1s as follows. 


High and Mighty Lords, "ng 

Pon the Advice we received this Morning, that the Mareſchal d' Humieres 

KARL Bas upon his March with his whole Army, which within a few days had been 
Reinforced with Six Thouſand Men ; we fired ſome Pieces of Canon to intimate this 
motion to a great Party of Tour Lordſhips Army,which was gone out to Forrage. In 
 #he mean while the Vanguard of the Enemy attacked the Village Forge, where were 
poſted Eight hundred Foot to cover the Forragers; they were commanded by the 
Engliſh Coloze! Hodges, by Lieutenant-Colonel Goes, and by the Major of the 
Regiment of Helle. This Attack laſted two hours, and our Men bebaved themſetves 
with an unexpreſſible Courage until ſuch time as that Monfieur Roo, Major of Horſe, 

* who bad been ſent to bring Jack the Lientenant-Generals Webbenum, Marlburrow, 
- and d' Hubi, .with the Forragers, came in to their Succour with ſome Cavatry. 
| Then our Men fought retreating againſt the whole French Army, which came pouring 
rpon them, until that they came to a rifing ground near the little City of Walcour, 

* where we had poſted a Battafion of the Troops of Lunenburg, which was alſo Re» 
| inforced with another of Colonel Holle. The French 'attack'd this City :with the 
- wtmoſt Fury during two. hours and a balf. Lieutenant-General Ailva advanced 
' fo Succour it with three Regiments, of which he had detach'd that of the ws 
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dier Talmuſch, Lieutenaxt-Generat Marlburrow followed with the Englilh Horſe © 
Life-Guards and two Engliſh Regiments Major-Gen Slangenvurg advanced alſo with - 
ſome Detachments of Foot on the other fide of the Town, which caujed rbeFrench 
to retire in ſuch great Confuſion. that they abandoned their Canon and their Pawder, 
with a vaſt number of Dead and Wounded, of . whom we - new not yet preciſely _ 
the Number. In this Occaſion we rook a great many Friſoxers, ef the number of 
whom are three Captains of the Guards, and Monfieur d' Artignsn, Commanding of 
the Guards. After their Retreat, two -Drums came 0 demand of us 4 Sujpenfion 
of Arms for tbe carrying off their Dead, and to look after their Wounded. They in- 
formed us that fix Battalions of the Guards, who were prefent iu this 4tion, mere 
for the moſt part defeated. The Loſs on our ſide is not conſiderable, ſaving Lieute- 
nant-Colonel Graham in the Englith Troops, and the Major of the Dragoons of Zell 
who were kill d; and a Captain and a Lieutenant, with ſome of our Forragers, who 
were ſnapt up by the Enemy. And there were but very few kill'd or wounded in 
the City. after that the French were retreated, our Troops continued in their 
Poſts till Night. The Count de Naflau, Mareſchal de Camp, and all the other Ge- 
werals and Officers behaved themſelves extreamly well in this Occaſion. All the Soul- 
diers ſhewed extraordinary Courage as well as eagerneſs to be engaged with the Ene- 
my. The Vitlory would not have ſtop'd here, if we could have purſued the Enemy 
further, but the Situation of the Ground was an invincible Obſtacle to-the Purſuit. 
The Enghth did more particularly fignalize themſelves in this Attion, bawing gt- 
ven ſingular Proofs of their Bravery. I Congratulate Tour Lordſhips upon the good 
Succeſs of this Encounter, hoping that God will further bleſs Tour Arms after a more 


peculiar manner, as well as Tour Government. 1 am, &c.

States, there is another from an Officer of the Army to one of his Friends, 
dated Friday morning on the $66. of this Mont SN. It fey That they had © 
| been all the Night ar their Armes; arid that Prince Waldeck had ſpent the Night 
in his Coach, vifiting the Camp, and giving the neceſſary Orders in this Con- 
jun&ure, That they were inform'd the Enemies had loſt Two thouſand Men, 
That at the moment it was writing they heard Firing. and that it was believed 
ſome Parties were again Engag'd. And that in ſhort it was not doubted bur 
that the French would ſeek tro rake their Revenge. Tt is oblervable, rhat the 
Engliſh and French Guards were engag'd againit each other, and that Fortune 
{till continued to decide in favour of the former. The French Army is faid to
